NOTHING BO Improves the sur- 


roundings of a house as doe* a 
good lawn. 
The establishment of a 


lawn, however, is not an easy matter. 
In fact the lawn often hag to be 
"made"' right from the start. 


-The top layer of earth around the 
dwelling usually consists of the clay 
or rough, stony material taken from 
the bottom of the cellar. 
This ma- 
terial could hardly be dijcnifled by the 
term of "soil" and while it may be 
"aoil in the making" it requires con- 
siderable making before anything will 
grow upon it. 
The first step in making a lawn 
is to srade and level the ground and 
remove or deeply bury all rocks. The 
top three to ftye inches should be 
made just as fine as possible 
Fertilization. 
The second 
Btep is 
to provide 


something in the soil on. which grass 
can grow. 
The ideal method is to 


put on a top dressing two or three 
inches thick of good soil or loam. 
A heavy application of stable ma- 
nure, if it can be obtained, will add 
organic matter or humus and sup- 
ply plane food. 
Heavy clays may be lightened by 


mixing in sifted coal ashes or sand. 
But lime applied to the surface at 
the rate of 25 or 40 pounds to the 
square rod and mixed with the top 
three inches of earth is undoubtedly 


the best treatment of heavy clays. 


Coarsely ground bone meal is one 


of 
the 
best fertilizers for 
mixing 


with the soil in making a lawn and 
may be applied at iho rate of 20 
pounds to the square rod on hf-avy 
soils and 10 poundss on lisht or sandy 
soils. 
AH •fertilizer .should be well 


m:xed with the top soil. 


New flouse Iwi\\iis. 


Considerable 
difficulty 
Is experi- 


enced in getting a. good lawn' under 
such adverse conditions as a!« usu- 
ally found about newly built house1*. 
One method is to go into some field 
where there is a good covering of 
grass, cut the ?od in sections and re- 
lay it where the lawn is wanted. This 
is expensive and besides it is not al- 
ways possible to get. good soil 


All things considered, it !s gen- 


erally best to sow a good grade of 
lawn grasa seed mixture and then 
gi\e special attention 
to watering 


and care of the young grass until It 
is ready for the lawn mower 
The 


mixture of seed will vary with local- 
ity, but Kentucky blue grass, setltop 
and white clover is a common mix- 
ture. 
Four or five pound? oC this 


mixture will seed a lawn 50 by 100 
feet in siz". 
To keep the lawn in 


trim a little seed o\er_the surface 
every spring. 


Crabgress is the common enemy 


of~lax\n grasses and jt means a fight 
to 
prevent its 
taking possession. 


Where dandelion and plantains give 
trouble sow plenty of grass st-ftci at 
frequent Intervals and keep the lawn 
clipped closely to. preheat these plants 
seeding.

And having found Its freedom, all 
India will pay homage for the rent of 
its national history to a 
feminine 
Georgo Washington—Mrs. Annie Be- 
nant. president of the Theosophical 
Society. 
For half a century Mrs. Beaant has 
labored untiringly fora, free India and 
once hag been interned by tho British 
government because of her 
efforts. 
ThJa, despite the fact that Mr». Besant 
Is an alien and has no blood affinity 
with the Indian people 1 
The romantic tale of Mrs. Besant'fl 
life work was related to the NEA cor- 
respondent here today by Fritz Krunz 
of the American Theosophical Society, 
who for 17 years was associated with 
Mrs. Besant In her work In India. 
Started In 18S9. 
"Mrs. Besant Joined the Theosophi- 
cal Society In 1889 and shortly there- 
after went to India and settled 
at 
Madras," Kunz said. "During the first 
25 years of her stay in Hindustan, she 
devoted her attention to educational 
work—inspiring Interest in Indian 
philosophy, languages and religions, 
and founding schools and universi- 
ties."Finding further progress along 
educational lines blocked, she launch- 
ed herself actively into political work 
in 1015. 
She vigorously demanded 
home rule for India within the British 
empire.

Standard, a 
newspaper, and had 
changed its name to New India.
